much increaſed the number of particulars under each general 
head into which this Catalogue is divided, it was thought con- 
ducive towards the-more convenient uſe of it, to adopt certain 
ſubdiviſion titles under ſuch of the general diviſions as appeared 
to admit of them; the articles falling under theſe ſubdiviſion titles 
being alſo arranged in the order that ſeemed beſt adapted to pre- 
ſent a conciſe and progreſſive view of the ſeveral ſubjects re- 
ſpectively therein treated of.

high treaſon and other crimes ; and in 1738 he publiſhed a Critical 
Nevicæt - (tc State Trials in one volume folio, which, though 
it includes a kind of abridgment, is quite a different work 
trom the former: and from the title to this laſt book it appears, 
that Mr. Salmon was the firſt editor of the STATE IRIALsS at 
large.
